It is this day ordered that so much, of Rule 3 of the 
general Rules, dated 15th August, 1891, as directs that 
originating statements, so much of Rule 19 of the said 
Rules as directs that the estates therein mentioned, and 
so much of Rule 4 of the Rules dated the 23rd April, 
1892, as directs that the originatiug notice and consent 
therein mentioned, shall, respectively, be referred in 
the first instance to the Commissioners appointed under 
the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 18B5, in rotation, be 
rescinded, and that all originating statements, all estates 
dealt with under Rules 19, 20, 26, 27, and 28, of the said 
Rules, dated 15th August, 1891, and all such originating 
notices and consents as are mentioned in Rule 4 of the 
said Rules, dated the 23rd April, 1892, shall, in future, 
be referred to such Commissioner or Commissioners, and 
in such rotation as the Land Commission may from time 
to time direct, provided always, that, notwithstanding 
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anything in any of the said Rules, any such originating 
statement, estate, or originating notice and consent, 
and the proceedings thereunder, may be, at any time, 
transferred from any one Commissioner to another, upon 
the fiat of the Judicial Commissioner.
